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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: first, fingers 703 and fingers 706 of the Yasuda 
reference are in the same plane (the vertical plane of the drawing page), and fingers 706 are between fingers 703, as can be seen in the 
figure. Morover, the fingers of the stator and rotor are at least of equal heights, as shown in the figure. Also, note that the actuators in the 
Yasuda and Lee references both use electrostatic force induced by an applied voltage (for example in Lee, figure 1, volatge 12 and 
electrostatic forces 15; and voltage induced electrostatic force F of the Lee reference in figure 10), and therefore, the basic driving forces 
work in the same manner, and this is what relied on in the rejection.
